the prospects for acceptance by 
Red China of an appeal by 13 peace 
seeking Asian countries for the 
Communists to cease fire and ne- 
gotiate a settlement.

France announc- 
ed last night that she will call a 
meeting of the western European 
nations in Paris next month to 
draw up plans for a European 
army.

teams in the combined force—a 
victory for the U. S.. which has 
been insisting that Germans should 
be incorporated into a western 
army as soon as possible.

'Austerity' for U. S. Is Doubtful 


Oddly enough, just when it looks like we'll be asked to 


produce more guns, some of our economists are telling us 
we still can have a lot of butter, too. 


Not long ago we consoled ourselves with the thought 


that civilian cutbacks then in sight would, after all, turn the 
economic clock back only to 1949, a very good year. 


A bigger war, if it should come, certainly would compel 


stiffer cutbacks. But again, that seems to be no cause for 
great gloom. There's no British-style austerity in view yet. 


Arno Johnson, economist of the J. Walter Thompson ad- 


vertising firm, recalls how it was at the start of World War 
IL The viewers with alarm said we'd have to chop civilian 
goods and services from the S72 billion level of 1940 to the 
$56 billion level of the lowest depression year. 


But they were wrong. What really happened was this: 


The United States stepped up its production pace enough to 
turn out S100 billion in war goods in 1944 and $112 billion 
in civilian output as welL 


Johnson thinks we can do it again. He says we can pro- 


duce eight per cent more goods in 1951. sufficient for a full 
ief ense program and a five per cent hike in our living stand- 
Irds. 


Even more optimistic than he, Leon Keyserling. chair- 


man of the President's Council of Economic Advisers, told 
Investment bankers in California the other day that defense 
activity will spur the U- S. economy to a 75 per cent increase 
in production by 1955. That comes to around 15 per cent a 
year. 


Even if the forecasts are too hopeful, the record during 


World War II is strong promise that we won't slide to un- 
bearable depths of sacrifice. That is, unless we become in- 
volved in a long drawn out global war with Russia. 


There's another side to this guns-or-butter problem, too. 


It's quite plain from past war experience that we on the 
home front have never really had it tough. Until we have, 
we ought to be more understanding than we have been to- 
ward the people of Europe who have lived through two great 
wars. 


We must hope that in the end they will choose to fight 


for freedom again if it is necessary. But we can't altogether 
blame them for being sick of short rations and bombs. Our 
criticisms would ring a little truer if we'd sampled austerity 
ourselves. So long as we have it fairly easy, we must ex- 
hibit extreme patience with others less fortunate. 


Transparent Camouflage 


Reports are coming through that Russia's Premier 


Stalin has summoned key diplomats to Moscow from the va- 
rious Soviet satellite countries. There's some feeling a con- 
ference is in the wind to discuss spring strategy for commu- 
nism in Europe and Asia. 


As usual, nobody is admitting a meeting is scheduled. 


The diplomats have, with amazing unanimity of purpose, de- 
cided either to visit top Russian doctors or to take a "rest 
cure" in the Soviet Union. 


Only trouble with this camouflage is that some of us re- 


call the last time a, Kremlin summons went out- For a few 
of the satellite visitors, the "rest" turned out to be perma- 
nent.

mental" or "unsiienable," as the 
Declaration puts it. A God-given 
right is beyond human authority 
to destroy. 


Unfortunately this direct Amer- 


ican answer has been lost sight 
of in recent years by manv jur- 
ists and many law schools. They 
have ignored the essential nature 
of Man as a. child of God. have 
divorced Lav/ from Morality and 
have then 
attempted 
to give 


other explanations of the existence 
of human rights. Their explana- 
tions fail. I other human rights 
do not come from God, they must 
come from the State. What the 
State gives it can take away and 
a right which the State can take 
away is certainly neither "funda- 
mental" nor "unsiienable." Logi- 
cally the proponents of this "new" 
jurisprudence lead us to the legal 
systems of a Hitler or a. Stalin 
for whom "Might is Right" and 
law merely the command of the 
State backed up by overwhelm- 
ingly superior force- 


Realizing the dangers of this 


amoral and God-less jurisprudence 
as well ss its total opposition to 
the authentic American philoso- 
phy of law set out in the great 
Declaration, the College of Law 
of the University of Xotre Dame 
four years ago established the 
Xatural Law Institute. The In- 
stitute as a foundation of the 
University attempts to do in a 
broader and more public manner 
what the University's own College 
of Law has been doing since its 
origin in 1869. For the same Xa- 
tural Law doctrines which Jeffer- 
son wove into the Declaration of 
Independence and 
which 
were 


more than twenty-five hundred 
years old ia their expression when 
Jefferson wrote have always been 
an integral part of legal educa- 
tion at Xotre Dame. The Xatural 
Law is no abstraction: it is a re- 
ality. Its main points can be 
stated: God, the Creator of Man 
and of all the Universe, being 
a Supremely Intelligent Creator, 
acted in accordance with a. Divine 
Plan. Man. endowed by God with 
an immortal soul, an intellect and 
a free will can by his own reason 
ascertain the primary dictates of 
the Divine Plan. What he thus 
ascertains constitutes the body of 
the 
Xatural 
Law. 
Moreover, 


since Man was created by God. he 
owes primary duties to his Cre- 
ator and must therefore have the 
rights necessary to fulfiull those

Franklin D. Roosevelt Stole Passages From a Previous 
Book to Write One Published Under His Name in June. 


Xew York—To the great accumulation of proof that Franklin 


D. Roosevelt was crooked in little things as well as great, I report 
that he literally stole passages from a. book and palmed them off as 
original composition in an article which, by his 
own precaution, was not to be published until he 
was dead. The article was a tribute to the old 
Cunard Liner Mauretania. Under Roosevelt's bv- 
line, it was printed in the Juae, 1950, issue of Sea 
Breezes, "the Ship Lovers' Digest," an English 
magazine, with the title "Queen With a Firhtins 
Heart." 


The excerpts in question were stolen from a 


book entitled "Mauretania—Landfalls and Depar- 
tures." by Humphrey Robertson Jordan, published 
in London by Hodder and Stoaghton in Jane, 1936. 
A brief foreword to Roosevelt's piece, in which ...„«_ „»», 
he affects great knowledge of ships and seafaring although fee 
never sailed deep water in any other role than that of first class 
passenger, states that his effort was put together in August of 1«3« 
at a time when Mr. Jordan's book was at hand for consultation and 
cribbing. 


After the June issue of Sea Breezes had carried the Roosevelt 


piece with a proud little note celebrating this coup the 4.ugust issue ' 
of the same magazine carried a letter in the vox pop attributed to 
one Henry Maxwell, who said he thought Roosevelt "Must. I think, 
have had by his hand, when dictating the article" the Jordan book 
referred to.

Mr. Maxwell then compared the

descriptive writing with Jordan's 
earlier work. 


Roosevelt's piece ran: "To no 


other ship belonged that trick of 
hers—that thrust and dip and 
drive into the seas and through 
them which would wreck the rails 
of the 'monkey island' with solid 
sea or playfully spatter salt wa- 
ter on the captain's boiled shirt 
as he took a turn on the bridge 
before going down to dinner. 


Jodan's version of the same 


thing had been: "That thrust and 
dip and drive of hers into the 
seas and through them, that trick 
of hers which could wreck the 
rails of the monkey island with 
solid sea or playfully spatter salt 
water on the commander's boiled 
shirt, did not belong to an\r other 
ship." 


Mr. Maxwell's letter closed 


with the restrained comment that 
this was not the only indication 
that the late president had "re- 
lied on Jordan's book for many 
particulars and descriptions." 


Nor was it. 
In Jordan's preface this line 
occurs: "For 22 years she re- 
mained the world's fastest liner. 


Roosevelt put it thus: "For 21 


years she remained the fastest 
liner he (man) had ever pro- 
duced." 


Jordan: "When sbe had long 


ceased to be the largest ship, 
when, after a. very gallant strug- 
gle in old age- she ceased to be 
the fastest liner, she remained 
during another five years of hard 
work, the world's most famous 
steamship." 


Roosevelt: "When she had long 


ceased to be the largest ship and 
when, after a gallant struggle in 
her old age. she- no longer was 
the fastest Atlantic liner, for still 
another five years of hard work 
she remained the world's most 
famous steamship." 


The trivial variations in Roose- 


velt's plagiarism are character- 
istic of this literary crime. 


Continuing: Jordan: "Xeither 


size nor speed, alone, could have 
given her fame; that rested on 
something more secure and more 
intangible—on her individuality." 


Roosevelt: "Xeither size nor 


speed alone could have given the 
Mauretania her fame. That rest- 
ed on something more secure and 
intangible—on her personality— 
for the M. was a SHID with a 
fighting heart." 


Jordan: "She was only known 


on two of the seven seas. She 


ever men go in ships her name 
is familiar as the greatest of her 
kind." 


Roosevelt: 
"The 
seven seas 


knew the Mauretania although 
she never crossed the equator. 
She never made a long voyage as 
(long) voyages are reckoned. Yet, 
wherever men are. this August- 
day of 1936, be they in Denver, 
Colorado, or the veldt of South 
Africa, the M., even in. death, is 
familiar as the greatest of her 
kind." 


Jordan: "She was an inanimaf 


thing of steel, but her individual- 
ity was so near to personality as 
to be reaily living for many 
thousands of ordlnarv, sensitive, 
human beings." 


Roosevelt changed one word 


here. He substituted "yet" where 
Jordan had written "but." 


These deadly parallels were 


discovered in an incomplete com- 
parison of Roosevelt's text with 
Jordan's. There are other twirls 
in Roosevelt's counterfeit which 
strongly suggest that oa detailed 
inspection the enormity of the 
fraud would be aggravated. 


At several points. Roosevelt 


hedged with remarks that he was 
relying on notes provided by his 
secretary. Missy Le Hand," but

The foreword to the Roosevelt 


piece in Sea Breezes said: "It is 
not often that a magazine is 
privileged to publish an article 
written by the leader of a great 
nation—especially an article ex- 
tolling the product of another 
nation. The following -was writ- 
ten by Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt at Hyde Park, Xew York, in 
August- 1936; when he was pres- 
ident of the United States. To 
his friend. Mr. Ralph E. Cropley, 
of Xew York, 'F. D. R.', gave 
permission to release the article 
for publication in 1950 if he were 
dead by that time." 


The by-line read "By the Late 


Franklin D. Roosevelt." 


Another vox pop letter, im- 


mediately following the one in 
which Mr. Maxwell called th« 
turn on the deified brain-picker, 
signed "Eileen L. Elliott." put 
the same accusation in this 
language: "It struck me forci- 
bly that not a few of the passages 
were taken word for word from 
Humphrey Jordan's book, 'Maura- 
tania"."

Sunlight on the skin results 
in the manufacture of Vitamin D 
and this vitamin is necessary to 
to prevent soft bones (rickets) In 
children. 


During the dark days, therefore, 


children need extra rations of 
Vitamin D which is now so often 
provided ia cod liver oil or other 
fish oils. 


Some fortunate ones take win- 


ter vacations in climates where 
they can get a good dose of sun- 
shine right when they need it 
most. But this is impossible most 
of the time. 


There is another possibility for 


the person who believes his or her 
health will be better %vith "sun- 
shine." 
This is the use of the 


ultra violet lamp, sometimes call- 
ed sun lamp. These lamps pro- 
vide rays which are much like 
those of the sun. 


The effect of the rays from an 


ultra violet lamp on the normal 
skin is much like that of the sun. 
If the skin is exposed too lone to 
these raya It will redden and burn.

Singapore— (AP) —B r I ti s h 


troops fighting Communist ter- 
rorists in the dense jungle of Ma- 
laya have had casualties since 
June, 1948, of approximately 200 
killed and 300 wounded- This list 
includes the troops sent here from 
England, British Gurkhas, the Ma- 
lay regiment and locally enlisted 
personnel- 


Military observers say these fig- 


ures are strikingly low. Commu- 
nist casualties included 1,441 killed 
and 704 captured, of which 141 
were wounded. Additionally, 575 
Communist were wounded but es- 
caped in actions with the British. 


While the Communists have tak- 


en a comparatively light toll 
among British troops, the list is 
steadily rising among civilians and 
police. A total of 1,147 civilians 
have been killed by Communists 
and 702 wounded: 334 civilians are 
missing. Police losses include 260 
regular police killed and 275 
wounded.

number 188 with 210 wounded; 37 
auxiliary police have been killed 
and 24 wounded.
